specification by page and line number and to the drawings. 


Independent Claim 7 is directed to a bypass turbofan engine 10 having 


a one-piece casing, such as casing 32 shown in Figures 3, 4 and 6 as described in 
paragraphs [0031] and [0034] of the application. The one-piece casing 32 
substantially encases a fan 13, a compressor 16 and a gas generator section 18, 20

a one-piece casing are presented at paragraphs [0036] to [0039].
